tional Refining company of Cleveland.

company, having several small pip* 
lines in Ohio oil fields. 


Frank B. Fretter testified that n*

fitted Pennsylvania Operators to 


Sell Their Colliery. 


ftUladelpnla, 
May 25.—The inter- 


state commerce commission heard ad- 
ditional evidence of discrimination by 
the Pennsylvania railroad in the distri- 
bution of cars in the soft coal field. 


John Lloyd, a. prominent banker and 


coal operator of AjUoona, pa., who is 
OM of the members of tho banking 


, firm of Cassatt & Company, testiiied 


that the Columbia Coal company was 
forced to sell the Alexandria mine be- 
cause of the shortage of cars, and 
O«orge B. Scott- of the Puritan and 
Crescent coal companies declared that 
le paid for the use of the cars when 
he failed to secure his allotment and 
that flaring a period of 23 days the 
railroad had furnished him with only 
one car. He also asserted that Michael 
Trump, general 
superintendent of 


transportation, had told him the com- 
pany had intended to protect the Ber- 
Wind White company at all hazards. 


Frederick Vrooman, an assistant 


trainmaster, told the commission that 
he had received gifts of money in 
amounts4from |G to $20 from various 
coal companies for- favors which he 
did not grant. 


During Uie time that Mr. Lloyd was 


on the stand counsel for the commis- 
,»loa made persistent efforts to force 
an admission that he had been asso- 
ciated in a business way with Presi- 
dent Cassatt. 
Mr. Lloyd, however, 


\ said that his only relations with Mr. 


Cassatt were through Caskatt & Com- 
pany; with whom President Casflutt 
carried a personal bank account. The 
railroad company had for many years 
been a depositor with the First Na- 
tional bank of Altoona, of which Mr. 


1 Lloyd is president. 
Mr. Lloyd also 


ave testimony concerning the organU 


cation of various mining companies in 
•which he is interested, stating that he 
considered it good business policy to 
have railroad men among the stock- 
holders of the coal companies. 


The commission received a telegram 


from a process server who went to 
Irwln, Pa., the home of Congressman 
George F. Huff, who it has been re- 
peatedly testified, made gifts of stock 
In various coal companies to railroad 
Officials. The telegram stated that the 
Officer was unable to serve the sub- 
poena upon Colonel Huff, as the latter 
locked himself in hi« house and evaded 
the server by escaping by way of the 
cellar. It was learned laler that he 
had left town.

Rebate Hearing. 


Kansas City, Mo.. Mn.v 25.—Mem- 


bers of half a dozen laige business 
firms admitted here at the trial In the 
federal court of Gi'oigu H. Ciosby, tho 
Burlington traffic manager: GeoiRO L. 
Thomas, the New York bicker, and the 
letter's clerk. L. B. Taggart, that they 
had received thousands of dollars in 
commissions from "unknown souices." 
All of the firms had hired Thomas to 
attend to the shipping of their goods 
from the Atlantic seaboard to their 
atores in St. Louis and Kansas City, 
but none of the witnesses would say 
that these sums of money had come 
from Thomas. W. E. Emery, a member 
of the Emery, Baird, Thayer Dry 
Goods company of Kansas City, who 
admitted receiving from 
$1,500 to 


$2,000 a year, said he did not know 
who sent it, but 'supposed it came from 
Thomas." 
Notwithstanding the large 


sums thus paid in commissions none 
of the firms had kept any record of 
the amounts, according to the wit- 
ness. All payments weie made in New 
York. Several officials of the Burling- 
ton railway were examined as to the 
payment of these commissions and 
their testimony developed the fact th;it 
the vouchers for the amounts had dis- 
appeared.
